Dr. Michels is secretary of the com- 
mittee, and others on the committee 
are Dr. H. L. deVries, Managing 
Director of SURALCO, Dr. de 
Sedney, former minister of finance 
for the government, and Dir. C. H. 
Sanches, Commissioner of Broko- 
pondo district. All are prominent 
persons of Surinam. I was advised 
the committee has the backing of all 
government officials in this project. 
In fact, they have a government 
proclamation calling for the forma- 
tion of such a committee, and the 
government has appropriated 25,000 
florins ($14,000.00) for the project. 

“Tn our discussions, it was men- 
tioned the committee hoped to get a 
Rhodesian ranger to come to the aid 
of the wild animals, one who had had 
experience with Operation Noah in 
Africa. We briefly discussed equip- 
ment needed and were advised that 
Prince Bernhard of the Netherlands 
was very much interested in the proj- 
ect and would give us all the help he 
could for the operation. 

“After the meeting, we went to 


SURALCO to meet with the man- 
aging director, Dr. deVries. He of- 
fered us all help he could possibly 
give, aside from financial support. 
Later we returned to Commissioner 
Barend’s office and in the evening 
met John McMahon, a public rela- 
tions man from SURALCO. 

“In the following days our discus- 
sions continued with committee mem- 
bers. Dr. Sedney was interviewed, and 
one evening John and I were invited 
to Dr. and Mrs. Barend’s for dinner. 
We, also, discussed the project with 
Governor Archibald Curry, and the 
acting Prime Minister. Both gentle- 
men assured us of their interest and 
support. Arrangements, also, were 
made for John and me to visit the 
market in Paramaribo with the local 
Society’s inspector. Conditions here 
were quite similar to those found in 
other parts of South America. There 
were many monkeys, and, also, many 
small birds. Contests are held in 
Surinam for the best singing birds 
and a top vocalist will sometimes 
bring as much as $3,000. The local 
z00 also was visited so that John and 
I could observe some of the types of 
animals that will need to be rescued 
during the high flood waters. 

“On April 11th, Dr. Michels 
picked us up at 8 am. and we left 
for Afobaka, some sixty miles distant. 
We stowed our gear in the Bachelor 
Officers Quarters there and left for 
the river. Dr. Michels, Dr. Gerrit 
yon der Lingen, who was our photog- 
rapher, John Walsh and I all made 
the trip. We also had three native 
boatmen with us. 

“Our destination was Kabel Sta- 
tion. Here we met the chap in charge 
of the area and proceeded by canoe 
to Capasea Island, attempting to see 
how difficult it would be to find this 
area with the flooding. We left the 
river and went among the flooded 
trees. There was about 20 feet of 
water, and the tree branches were so 
low that it was necessary for us to 
take the top off the boat. The boat- 
men had no machetes, so it was nec- 
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essary to pull our way through the 
trees and branches. In so doing, we 
knocked off huge ant nests, which 
fell into the boat and down our necks. 
They had a delightful time eating. 
Along with them, of course, came 
huge spiders, myriads of mosquitoes, 
and grasshoppers five inches long 
and one inch thick. 

‘After three and one-half hours in 
the jungle area, there was no ques- 
tion that we were lost. The last rays 
of the sun were slowly slipping away. 
In checking our clocks, we found 
that we had exactly ten more min- 
utes to get to the main river or else 
spend the night in the jungle, sleep- 
ing in the dugout canoe. Our boat- 
men worked hard pulling and tug- 
ging to get us through the low 
branches of the trees. Periodically 
they started the outboard to push us 
through the difficult places. It was 
getting completely dark when all of 
a sudden the bowman_ shouted, 
‘Passe’ meaning we had found the 
entrance to the river. 

“Everyone, including the boat- 
men, shouted happily; at least there 
would be no jungle sleeping this 
night. As we entered the river I 
looked back and found that the 
jungle was completely closed in. 
As we made our way back to the dam 
we had a torrential downpour for 
forty-five minutes. It felt good after 
the heat, the humidity, and the dirt 
in the jungle. 

“We arrived back at the camp at 
8:00 P.M. 

“At 9 o’clock the next morning 
Fritz Barend flew down to the camp 
in a beach craft. We took a ride 
over the jungle area and found it 
quite hazy due primarily to smoke 
from burning fires all over the 
area. 

“There has been no rain since 
last October. We could see the vil- 
lages and the effect the water was 
having on them. Some were almost 
completely under water. In other 
areas, the water was licking at the 
edge of the huts, but the people were 
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still there. Where there was once a 
river, islands and rapids, there is 
only wide expanse looking something 
like a lake; only the tops of trees 
showing. 

“The remainder of the day and the 
next was spent exploring the area in 
our dugout canoe. We stopped at 
one village, met the Chief and his 
Captain, had pictures taken and 
were asked if we would have jobs 
open for some of the native vil- 
lagers. Work at the dam will soon 
cease, and a small skeleton force will 
take over, thus all these people will 
be out of work. We, also, sighted 
some animals and snakes, which 
immediately disappeared into the 
dense bush. At 9 P.M. we returned to 
Paramaribe. 

“Our last day in Surinam was 
spent in conference with the gov- 
ernment committee. Present were: 
Chairman Barend, Secretary Mi- 
chels, Commissioner de Vries, John 
Walsh and myself. I had prepared 
an agenda, and Dr. Barend turned 
the meeting over to me. 


“T described ISPA and pointed 
out that within two weeks after 
receiving a request from the local 
Society for help we had responded, 
even though the World Federation 
for the Protection of Animals, with 
which the Surinam Society is affili- 
ated, had simply sent a letter of sym- 
pathy and a statement that there was 
nothing it could do to help. 

““As we discussed tech- 
niques we realized that this opera- 
tion would be a difficult one. [t was 
suggested that there should be a 
Director of Operations in the area, 
to which I agreed. His primary 
function would be to check daily in 
the flood area to see if there were any 
animals to be saved. This would be 
done constantly during the rainy 
season. Obviously as the water rises, 
hundreds of islands will be formed, 
and it is to these islands that the 
animals will instinctively go. It was 
our feeling that the full-scale rescue 
operations can best take place when 
the water has reached flood stage, 
thus enabling us to expedite the 


rescue

animals’ removal by boat since their 
forage would be rapidly consumed. 
At least fifty Bush Negroes will have 
to be hired to help in the rescue oper- 
ation, perhaps more. John Walsh and 
I will return to Surinam when re- 
quested by the committee, probably 
in July or August, since flood stage is 
expected by that time. 

“Much equipment will be needed. 
Ropes, nets, machetes, boats and 
burlap bags can be purchased in 
Surinam. Chain saws, Cap-chur 


guns, snake sticks, control sticks, 
humane animal traps, knives, snake 
boots, cat poles and flares will all have 


to be bought in the United States. 

“Naturally, much time was de- 
voted to the raising and expenditure 
of money to finance the operation. 
The exact cost of such a project is 
quite impossible to make at this time, 
but it will run into the thousands of 
dollars. I feel that, since time is of the 
essence, we should immediately pur- 
chase the equipment outlined which 
must be procured in the States and 
have it shipped directly to Surinam 
so as to be there prior to our arrival 
in July or August.”

HUMANE HEROISM AWARDS PRESENTED 
AT LEAGUE’S ANNUAL MEETING 


WO QUINCY YOUTHS were presented Humane Heroism 
a yee at the League’s annual meeting on April 15. 
Stephen Chabot and John M. Croall were honored for 
rescuing each other from deep water while saving two 
drowning dogs from the Town River in Quincy on 
January 18. 

John and Stephen scaled an eight-foot high fence at the 
Quincy Lumber Company when they saw a dog strug- 
gling in the river and another on the ice. By hopping 
from one ice cake to another and laying down boards 
from the lumber yard, John and Stephen managed to 
coax the dog, Kookie, owned by Gary Pavese of Quincy, 
which was in the water up onto the ice. During the rescue, 
Stephen plunged into the icy water which was some fif- 
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teen feet deep, but John managed to pull him out. Then 
the other dog, Friskie, owned by Glenn Lorenzen of 
Quincy, fell into the water and John fell in after him 
only to be rescued by Stephen. 

Both boys carried Kookie to the shore while Friskie 
still struggled in the water. Stephen then climbed the 
fence again and ran some 300 yards down the Southern 
Artery and sounded a fire alarm. Meanwhile, John went 
back onto the ice, pulled Friskie out of the water and 
was standing on the river bank with the dog in his arms 
when Stephen and the firemen arrived.

In his annual message League President, Dr. Carlton 
E. Buttrick, observed that Friday, the 13th of March, 
1964, was a lucky day indeed for all the cats, dogs, 
horses and other animals throughout Eastern Massachu- 
setts as this day marked the 65th anniversary of the 
founding of the Animal Rescue League of Boston. In 
reviewing the League’s history, Dr. Buttrick pointed out 
that over the years some 5,000,000 animals have been 
cared for by the League. Of these, 641,781 have received 
treatment for illness or injuries in the League’s clinic; 
99,693 small animals, dogs and cats mostly, were placed 
in new homes; 31,188 lost or strayed animals were Te- 
turned to their owners, another 32,207 animals have 
undergone quarantine under the rabies control program 
which the League carries on for the Health Department of 
the City of Boston; and some 20,000 dray and work horses 


were cared for at the League’s Pine Ridge Rest Farm in 
Dedham. In addition, another 3,451,459 animals have 
been benefited from humane inspections made by 
League investigators of livestock and work and riding 
horses. These figures do not in any way represent the 
suffering which has been prevented through the humane 
teachings of thousands of children and adults by the 
Education and Livestock Conservation departments. 

Reporting on the League’s financial position, Treas- 
urer Philip W. Trumbull reviewing the period from 1959 
to 1964 stated that, while income had increased by 
16.5%, operating expenses had jumped 28%. While the 
latter is due primarily to an enlarged program, it indi- 
cates that additional support must be found if the 
League is to continue to grow with the needs of the 
animals and communities it serves.

LARGE DOGS GAIN IN POPULARITY 


ON’T BE FOOLED by all those quick-stepping little 
poodles around the nation’s parks and avenues this 
spring, warn the makers of Ken-L Ration dog food. Small 
dogs, though currently in great abundance, are actually 
losing the popularity battle with large dogs. 

The forward surge by large dogs is best shown by 1963 
purebred registrations with the American Kennel Club. 
Among the top 30 breeds registered, large dogs advanced 
by 13.4 per cent. over the 1962 figures. Small dog gains, 
during the same period, amounted to an increase of only 
8.3 per cent. 

Acting as shock troops for the large dogs, German 
shepherd dogs advanced from fourth to second place in 
registration by breed, an increase of 18.4 per cent over 
1962. Chihuahuas, in contrast, retreated from third to 
fifth place, showing a 7.1 per cent decrease. Beagles, an- 
other small breed, slipped from second to third place, a 
decrease of 3.6 per cent. 

The combined force of all small dogs is not sufficient to 
defeat large dogs in spite of the highly popular poodle. 
In 1963 poodles established a record-breaking 18 percent 
increase over 1962 registrations, and earned undisputed 
claim to the title, “America’s most popular purebred 
dog.’ Poodles, however, lack support from the other small 
breeds, and are unable to wage 4 successful battle on 
their own. Even the poodle ranks have been infiltrated!

Approximately 10 per cent of all poodles are of the stand- 
ard variety which, due to its size, must be classified as 
a large dog. 

The most important reason for the rising popularity 
of large dogs is the great amount of public exposure they 
are given. “Lassie,’ “Rin Tin Tin,” and Sergeant 
Preston’s “King” are only a few of the many large dogs 
that have dominated the canine-share of television and 
motion pictures over the years. Large dogs also lead in the 
area of canine heroism, and have earned widespread 
acclaim for their heroic deeds. The Ken-L Ration gold 
medal award for dog heroism, in its 10 years of existence, 
has been won by large dogs eight times. 

Then, too, current social and economic conditions are 
more favorable to large dogs than ever before. The great 
population shift from center cities to the suburbs has 
given millions of families sufficient space for a large dog 
after many years of waiting. The average family income, 
which increases annually, also encourages many families 
to raise a large dog. 

“Large dogs Vs. small dogs” seems an inappropriate 
designation for the canine popularity battle. With poodles

A fine beginning, we believe, but one which will steadily 
improve.

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SPRING AND SUMMER HINTS FOR YOUR 
PET DOG OR CAT 


URING THIS SEASON of house cleaning and lawn reno- 
D vating, pet owners should also find time for the 
family dog or cat so that they may be prepared to enjoy 
a healthy and happy summer. Now is the time to clean 
and repair your pet’s living quarters as well as you do 
your own. Their house and bed should be washed down 
using soap, hot water, and, if necessary, a mild disinfect- 
ant. If your dog uses a dog house, it should be checked 
for drafts or leaky roofs and then corrected. 

If the outside run is of a dirt base, it would be well to 
change its location and turn over the soil in the old run. 
Concrete or black top runs should be scrubbed with soap 
and hot water and rinsed with disinfectant. If of gravel 
base, the old gravel should be removed and replaced with 
fresh material. 

Of course your dog’s house should never be placed 
directly in the sun. A location utilizing the shade from a 
tree is best. A sun deck is an addition to a house and run 
which is greatly appreciated by most dogs. It consists of a 
simple platform on legs, either separate from or attached 
to the dog house. The dog can sun himself on the upper 
level or find comfortable shade on the lower level. 

Now that we have our pet’s house cleaned, it would be 
well to assure that the pet himself is prepared to meet the 
warmer weather. This should be begun by a check of 
your pet’s hair coat. If neglect has caused matted hair to 
accumulate, this should be removed by clipping care- 
fully with scissors or having them removed by a profes- 
sional grooming establishment. In any case, mats or 
hair accumulation from a heavy winter coat being shed- 
ded out should be combed and brushed to assure proper 
aeration of the skin and to eliminate hiding places for 
fleas and ticks. If external parasites are found, they should 
be eliminated by medicated bath and dip and kept in 
check with a good insecticide preferably of the aerosol 
spray-can type. Caution should be taken to use only 
those insecticides advocated for use on pets. Other types 
may prove poisonous to a dog or cat by absorption 
directly through the skin into the system or by the pet 
licking it off the hair coat. In certain cases it may be 
necessary to provide your pet with medication in a tablet 
form, which is taken orally to prevent reinfestation with 
ticks or fleas. 

Particular attention should be paid to your cat’s ears. 
All too frequently the external ear canal is inhabited by 
a colony of tiny mites which by their activity cause severe 
irritation to the canal. In the absence of a suitable insec- 
ticide to use in the ear, common mineral oil can be em- 
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ployed to good advantage. A few drops in each ear canal 
daily for several days will serve to subdue the mites. 

Most dogs tend to eat less or even skip meals during 
warm weather, so the portions given at each feeding can 
be reduced. However, it is not necessary to change the 
kind of food. (A dog should not be allowed to exercise or 
run for at least an hour after feeding.) 

An ample supply of fresh water is essential for all dogs 
during the summer months. On especially warm days the 
water bowl should be checked and refilled three or four 
times daily. 

So, when you first wield a broom to begin spring house 
cleaning and break for the first iced tea, think for a 
moment about that special pet. It should take only a 
short time longer to clean his house or bed while you clean 
your own, and he will probably enjoy a bowl of fresh 
water as you concentrate on your iced tea.
